TWIN FALLS - John Bingham, 
the county hospital’s longtime 
administrator, will leave Oct. 1 
after the board of trustees termi- 
nated his comma Monday.

Valley Regional Medical Center 
for 13 years, declined comment. 

After the board's vote, hospital 
board chairman Dr. Craig Bennett 
announced he will resign, his 
voice cracking with emotion. 

“Although the change in leader- 
ship of this hospital was probably 
inevitable and will hopefully be in 
the best interest of all the panics 
concerned, I feel that under the 
arcumstanccs I can no longer be 
effective as board chair man, ” Ik 
said in a press release. 

He refused to say more about 
ms reasons for leasing. 

No one reason was behind ter- 
minating Bingham, Bennett 
Rather it was an evolving disime- 
gni tion of support from the board 
and doctors.

Contrary to advance reports, 
Clinton did not demonstrate any 
explosions of temper in the taped 
testimony. Nor did lie offer any axv 
vmdng explanation that would stem 
congressional criticism — or any 
inflammatory statement dun would 
accelerate moves to impeadi him. 

He was testy at times, and painted 
himself as a victim of lawyers out to 
hurt him with revelations of his own 
sexual misbeliavior, first in the sexu- 
al harassment lawsuit filed against 
hun by Paula Jones and then by 
Starr’s criminal investigation. 

Nor were 'there any sexually 
explicit details not already known 
from the release of Starr’s 45Spagc 
report to Congress accusing Clinton 
of 11 impeadiable offenses. 

"TTiere was a good deal of specu- 
lation and hype regarding the 
release of die videotape, but I think 
that people who were expecting fire- 
works were considerably Jet down," 
said Asa Huidtinson, R-Ark, a mem-

Committee, which will decide 
whedicr to recommend impeach- 
ment hearings. “Clearly, the tape 
will be of more evidentiary value 
than entertainment value." 

But the tape did provide 
Americans with one new thing: the 
first expanded look at Clinton 
answering — or dodging — ques- 
tions about the offoir. In public, 
Clinton has limited his comments to 
a defiant, fourminute speed: to the 
nation the night of the testimony, 
Aug. 17, and a scries of brief apolo- 
gies since then. 

Republicans charged that the 
president was evasive and uncooper- 
ative and is certain to face on 
impeachment ordeal this falL 
Ttfo members of the House 
Judiciary Committee, Reps. Charles 
Canadv, R-Fhu, and James Rogan, 
R -Calif, said Clinton’s performance 
buttressed their conviction that he 
should be subjected to a formal 
impeachment inquiry. 

“If he lied under oath to the grand 
jury, he has breached his duty under 
the Constitution and should be 
impeached," said Rogan. 

Both Hogan and* Canady said they 

favored the release of a second video- 
tape — Clinton's deposition in the 


dviT suit brought against him by 
Paula Jones — as soon ns committee 
members have a chance to review it 
It is relevant, Rogan argued, because 
it served in part as the basis for 
Stan’s contention that Clinton axn- 
miiied perjiny in a federal court case. 
Canady also said he win do all he 

con to speed the proceedings, even 
holding hearings before the Nov. 3 
elections if necessary, to wrap up the 
House’s role in the impeachment 
process by “the end of this year." 

House Majority Leader Richard 
Armey, R-Tcxos, said, “The 
American people needed to see how 
far the president will pursue evasion 
and legalisms rather than simply tell 
the truth." 

Key Democrats countered that 
the tape supports their case that 
Stair is out to get Clinton. 

The' video, said Rep. John 
Conyers, D-Mich., the senior 
Democrat on the Judiciary 
Committee, “shows that the 
Republican leadership and Ken 
Stair have one thing in common: an 
unhealthy preoccupation with the 
undevant, unncccssaiy disclosure of 
saladous and lurid details of sex cal- 
culated only to politically embarrass 
the president."

audience waved signs reading: 
“Save our jobs, save our farms.” 

“Our market just keeps slip- 
ping away from us,” said rally 
organizer Ron Jensen of 
Swcctgrass. “We iust can't afford 
to produce a bushel of grain for 
$2. The federal govehunent says 
it costs us $5.54 to produce it. 

“The hog market isn’t any 
good. The cattle market isn’t any 
good. The lamb market isn't any 
good. The grain market isn’t any " 
good.” Jensen said. 

There was no violence in the 
protest, and no truckers attempt- 
ed to break through. Blockade 
organizers met with U.S. Customs 
officials, who agreed as a matter

of safety to stop Canadian farm 
products. 

Trucks bearing nonfarm prod- 
ucts were allowed to proceed on 
one open lane of Interstate IS, as 
were passenger cars. Furmers dis- 
tributed leaflets to auto and truck 
drivers heading south. Some pro- 
testers waved small U.S. flags at 
Canadian drivers. 

When the protest ended about 
4:15 p.m. MDT, about 10 trucks 
were parked at the U.S. Customs 
station, and another 15 were 
parked on the Canadian side. 
Customs officials said authorities 
in Alberta stopped other trucks 
enroutc to the U.S. border and 
advised them of the blockade. 
Most apparently did not even try 


to cross. 

Among those blocked at the 
border was driver Gary Gounrcau 
of Edmonton, Alberta, who is car- 
rying a load of lumber to 
Houston. The protesters consider 
lumber an agricultural product. 

"So much for making Billings 
by dinner," Gouarcau said. 

Customs supervisor Larry 
Overcast said 300 to 500 commer- 
cial trucks ordinarily pass 
through the Swcctgrass station 
each day. 

Some of the protesters also 
went to the border crossing at Del 
Bonita, about 60 miles west, offer 
hearing rumors that Canadian 
trucks were diverting there -to 
slip across. ’

Phone calls were made to all 
trie network affiliates, but many 
complaints were about the shows 
that were pre-empted, not about 
the sexually-charged content of 
the testimony. Sugia said some of 
the callers supported the decision 
to run the four-hour video. 

It was a decision the affiliates - 
and the networks themselves - 
had to make blind. The tape was 
run Monday morning as soon as it 
was released. 

“We were seeing it for the first 
time," said KTVB Manager Doug 
Armstrong. 

But the questionable content 


could .not counter the public’s 
right to access. Armstrong said 
the networks had probably 
planned to run the tape from the 
moment they heard it might be 
released - though four-hours of 
commcrcial-frce programming 
doesn’t come cheap. 

“I think they didn’t even give it 
a second thought," he said. 

Boise AM station KIDO was 
among the talk-radio stations to 
broadcast the entire testimony os 
well. Station Manager Dick 
Lumcncllo said the responses 
during a call-in session afterward 
seemed supportive of the deci- 
sion to run the tape. 

“The biggest complaints we got 
came from people who called 
because we interrupted Rush 
(Limbaugh)," he said. 

And Teton Wireless Cable 


didn't get a single call about the 
testimony, though several sta- 
tions it carries including CNN 
and CNBC ran the tape in full. 

The ratings won't be in for a 
few days, but with so many out- 
lets running the testimony, the 
tape is sure to have reached 
many viewers. But Armstrong 
noted in a few years, when the 
impeachment or near-impeach- 
ment or resignation or (the list 
goes on) is condensed into an his- 
torical moment, the shared four 
hours on American television and 
radio will be mostly forgotten. 

“It’s probably information 
overdose,” Armstrong said. “But 
that’s the age we live in.”

payment for the difference 
between crop prices and loan 
rates or borrow money at the loan 
rate and repay it at the crop’s 
value. 

Republicans, in rejecting 
Senate Democrats’ similar pro- 
posal last week, complained that 
the provision was a throwback to 
the days before the 1996 farm law 
when the government regularly 
guaranteed a minimum crop price 
by paying subsidies. 

Farm income is expected to be 
down 15 percent nationwide and 
far more in some states because 
of plunging grain prices, drought 
in the South and crop disease in 
the Midwest. Wheat prices arc 
down 30 percent from the aver- 


age for the past five years. 

In the GOP’s weekly radio 
address Saturday, Sen. Thod 
Cochran, R-Miss. and chairman of 
the Senate agriculture appropria- 
tions subcommittee, complained 
that “neither the president nor 
his secretary of Agriculture hos 
proposed any workable program 
to assist these beleaguered farm- 
ers and ranchers.” 

But Sen. Tom Harkin, D-Iowa, 
lauded the Clinton plan Monday, 
saying the Republican proposal 
“falls far short of what's needed 
to help farmers. Farmers need 
sound farm policy in this time of 
crisis.” 

The emergency assistance in 
the new Democratic proposal is 
more than the $1.5 billion reject- 


ed by the Senate last week. But 
the new measure does not include 
controversial provisions calling 
for labeling of imported meat and 
mandatory livestock price report- 
ing. 

Hie emergency aid would con- 
sist of $935 million in multiyear 
disaster help; $460 million to help 
with this year’s losses; $50 million 
m help for non-insurable crops; 
$100 million for quality losses to 
uninsured crops; $50 million for 
flood relief; and $85 million in 
emergency livestock assistance. 

The plan also includes $362 mil- 
lion in operating loans; $40 mil- 
Lon in staff support for the Farm 
Service's county offices and $10 
million in assistance for the 
Forest Service.

Republicans see an evasive Clinton

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NEW YORK fAP) — He may be 
the richest man in America today, 
but Bill Gates still ranks behind 
some of the earlier titans of U.S 
industry, a survey found. 

The survey by American 
Heritage magazine found that 
Gates, the chairman of Microsoft 
Corp, ranks only No. 5 among the 
all-time richest Americans. 

Leading the list is John D. 
Rockefeller, followed by Andrew 
Carnegie, Cornelius Vanderbilt 
and John Jacob Astor, all of whom 
amassed greater wealth than 
Oates when compared with the 
size of the U.S. economy of their 
time. 

The survey in the magazine’s 
Oct. 12 issue found clrnt Gates’ $62 
billion fortune represents a far 
smaller share of today’s economy 
limn Rockefeller’s was at the time 
of his death in 1937. 

Adjusting for the tremendous 
growth in America’s economy 
since then, the survey found that 
Rockefeller’s wealth would be 
worth $190 billion today, including 
all of his dinri table contributions. 

In addition to Rockefeller’s oil, 
other key industries were also rep- 
resented on the list of the 40 rich- 
est Americans tltreughout history: 
Carnegie’s steel, Vanderbilt’s rail- 
roads and Astoris real estate. 

Gutes should still feel lucky, 
though — he’s one of only three 
Americans on the list who are still 
alive, along with investor Warren 
Buffett at No. 13 and fellow 
Microsoft bigwig Paul G. Allen at 
No. 22. Wal-Mart founder Sam 
Walton, No. 11, died in 1992. 

The fist includes other well- 
known financiers and industrial- 
ists such as banker J.P. Morgan 
and automaker Henry Ford. But it 

Lockheed 
to buy satellite 
service provider 

BETHESDA, Md. (AP) — Just 
after failing to buy Northrop 
Grumman Corp., defense giant 
Lockheed Martin Corp. is embark- 
ing on another ambitious acquisi- 
tion attempt. 

Lockheed said Sunday that it 
planned to buy satellite access 
provider Comsat Corp. for $2.7 bil- 
lion. Completion of the deal, 
announced jointly by both compa- 
nies, is contingent upon pending 
federal legislation aimed at priva- 
tizing the worldwide satellite com- 
munications network. 

The deal must also be approved 
by the Federal Communications 
Commission and Comsat share- 
holders. The deal could take at 
least a year. 

Wltile the purchase is certain to 
face careful scrutiny be federal 
regulators, investors appeared to 
take Lockheed's offer seriously. In 
early trading today on the New 
York Stock Exchange, Comsat 
shares were up $1.81-, or 53 per- 
cent, to $ 35 . 93 ) 1 , wltile Lockheed's 
si tares were off $5.75. or 5.75 per- 
cent, to $9435. 

Under the first phase of die deal, 
Lockheed would buy up to 49 per- 
cent of outstanding Comsat stock 
for $45.50 per share in cash. This 
pan of die deal is expected to be 
worth $1 3 billion. 

The second phase, which can 
only proceed if die satellite legisla- 
tion is passed by Congress, calls for 
Lockheed to acquire the remain- 
der of Comsat’s stock by exchang- 
ing one of its shares for every two 
shares of Comsat. This phase is 
expected to be worth $1.4 billion. 

In July, Loddieed was forced to call 
off a planned $83 billion acquisition 
of fellow defense company Ncrdirop 
Grumman in die face of strong oppo- 
sition from the federal government 
Lockheed, based in Bethcsda, 
employs 170,000 worldwide and 
had sales last year of $28 billion.

He was smiling 
quizzically at a man in the Orioles’ dugout. 

Jeter was making eye contact with, 
and nodding in salute to, a man 14 years 
his senior, who had not been seated at 
the beginning of an Orioles home gome 
since Jeter was an 8-yoarold prodigy 
ploying sandlot ball. For the first time 
since May 29. 1982, Cal Ripken was go- 
mg to sit out a game. 

By the time the Icadoff man grounded 
out, the 48,013 fans in the stands were 
buzzing with the recognition that a rook- 
* C ™ as P lnyin S third base for the Orioles. 
And the Yankee dugout was seized by a 
sense of the moment. 

The Yankees players were among the 
very few people in the ballpark - almost 
all die others were in die other dugout - 
who really understand how draining and 
damaging a 162-game season is, and how 
astonisliing Ripken’s 16-scason, 2,632- 
game streak was. So the Yankees stepped 
in front of their dugout, upped their caps 
mid applauded until Ripken stepped onto 
die field, acknowledged the Yankees and 
the fans, and bade die game go on. 

Professional teams sometimes acquire 
die personali des of dieir dues, so you 
migh t expect New York teams to fall 
somewhat short of dvil. After all, a few 
years ago, when the New York Mets were 
lined up for a team photograph, a fight 
broke out between two teammates. Right- 
fielder Darryl Strawberry (who is now a 
Yankee) punched first baseman Keith 
Hernandez.

By thou- unplanned gallantry- the only 
genuine sort - the Yankees exemplified 
the comity that is common in baseball. 
Those in opposite dugouts have often 
played their dangerous game together all 
the way from the lower minor leagues to 
the big leagues. And Ripken, by the act 
of ending his consecutive game streak, 
and by die nonchalance of liis way of do- 
ing that, exemplified somcdiing diat 
baseball, almost uniquely in modem 
America, values: understatement. 

Professional spirts, like the rest of 
American life, is increasingly blighted by 
addetes’ exhibitionism. For example, 
football features much taunting - end 
zone dances after touchdowns and strut- 
ungs around the field after tackles or de- 
flected passes. Baseball has an unwritten 
common law against sudi behavior. 

Etched on every fan’s mental retina is 
the archetypal sight of Mickey Mande in 
his home run trot, with his head down, so 
as not to show up die pitdicr. 

That law is occasionally violated, and 
violations are occasionally punished by 
pitdies thrown instructively dose to of-' 
fenders. But most players conform to that 
law because they understand how hard 
their game is and how much failure it in- 
evitably involves. 

For the second time in four seasons, the 
rhydun of Ripken’s remarkable career 
lias coincided constructively with the 
needs of baseball. In 1995, the season of- 
ter die strike, baseball simply needed 
someone likable. Tliis year, the need is a 


This year’s home run race between 
Mark McGwire and Sammy Soso has been 
an inspiriting grace note for a splendid 
season. Both participants have demon- 
strated that sportsmans! lip is not only 
compatible with professionalism, it is, in 
ba«5ball, a component of professionalism. 

However, the competition between 
McGwire and Sosa is not really baseball.

and headed home. On Monday morning 
Ripken and his teammates were decam- 
ed from a plane on the tarmac in Toronto 
ui predawn darkness. That night, for the 
2,633rd time in 2,634 games, Ripken was 
in the starting lineup. 

In this tawdry year of our political life, 
Ripkco’s muted moment, and the Yon-, ' 
kees' graceful participation in it, were' 
welcome reminders of two things often

A s President Clinton's 
“race panel" con- 
cluded its work with 
the predictable 
lament that blacks 
have trouble getting anywhere 
solely because of “white privi- 
lege,” Washington Mayor Marion 
Barry said the November election 
OTuld produce a majority-white 
D.C. City Council, which he 
thinks would be bad for the city's 
63 percent black majority. Why? 
According to Barry, when it 
crimes to legislating, whites and 
blacks are different “in terms of 
culture, in terms of philosophy." 

_ ( A Klansman couldn't have said 
it better. Perhaps the mayor 
, might explain why -the mostly 
white 4th district of Oklahoma 
believes that Rep. J.C. Watts, a 
black man, can represent its 
.Interests quite well in Congress. 

, The president’s race panel 
readied conclusions familiar to 
those who have been listening to 
the liberals’ siren song for four 
decades. Though more blacks 
than ever arc in the middle and 
u^jper class, how they got there is 
not to be our concern. Neither is 
the reason why other blacks have 
been left behind. The panel said 
the president should take the 
lead in educating people about 
“the country’s history of white 
privilege" and how an inferior 
status was assigned to people of 
color. Better we should focus on 
how those who refused to accept 
that status overcame and how 
they might show others the way. 

The race panel also said that 
whites and Asians enjoy greater 
advantages economically and 
have better access to health care 
and education. It found social and 
.economic progress for blacks 
, slowed between the mid-1970s 
inpd early 1990s. And it urged an 
«pd to sentence disparity for 
crimes involving powdered 
cocaine and crack cocaine. Crack 
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is more often used by minority 
drug abusers than whites, nndthc 
panel thinks longer sentences for 

crack use than for the powdered 

variety is “morally and intellectu- 
ally indefensible." Certain “lead- 
ers" in the black community have 
promoted the myth that erode 
cocaine and AIDS are part of the 
white man's “plan" to rid them of 
their “black problem." 

The impediment to greater 
black progress is not racial dis- 
crimination. It is family break- 
down. In every category - from 
out-of-wedlock births and father- 
less homes, to the percentage of 
young males in prison and vic- 
tims or perpetrators of violent 
crimes - blacks are disproportion- 
ately affected because it is their 
racial group that suffers most 
from broken or never-formed 
two-parent homes. 

Since the 196S “War on 

Poverty” began, more than $5 

trillion has been spent on various 
programs to help the poor over- 
come poverty. They have not 
ended poverty because money 
was never the sole answer. Every 
study known to government has 
shown that families formed by a 
man and woman marrying and 
staying together td rear their chil- 
dren produces a more economi- 
cally and sod ally stable outcome 
than single motherhood and 
absent fathers. 


While the race panel points to a 
drop in government programs in 
the '70s and *80s, the Population 
Issues Research Institute at 
Pennsylvania State University 
found that “51 percent of the 4.5 
percentage-point increase in child 
poverty between 1980 and 1988 
can be accounted for by changes 
in family structure during the 
1980s." Furthermore, the study 
said, “Changing family structure 
also accounted for 48 percent of 

die increase during the 1980s in 
deep poverty, and 59 percent of 

the rise in relative poverty among 
U.S. children." 

Sure, racism exists. But the 
best way to reduce its impact is 
not to pass more laws or fund 
more foiled government pro- 
grams. It is to help rebuild the 
block family and liberate Mnrt^ 
not only from poverty but also 
from the white paternalism that 
is little different from the planta- 
tion - when slave masters said, 
that flacks couldn't make it on 
their own. 

Liberal Democrats are today’s 

slave masters. They should let 
these people go, instead of hold- 
ing them in indentured political 
servitude, trading their votes for 
a few government aumbs. 

The race panel should have 
committed itself to putting the 
black family back together again. 
But that might solve the problem 
and unemploy certain 
“leaders" who seem to have 
made alucrative career for tbem- 
sclves by ensuring that the mis- 
ery of others never ends.

They married a man 
from an alcoholic or abusive 
background who had a “religious 
experience;" In every case, 
including mine, the man swept 
her off her feet and was in a big 
rush to mnrry. No matter how 

mudi in love a woman is, if a man 
comes from a troubled back- 
ground, she should be very care- 



ful. Some men truly change, but 
many slip back into patterns that 
are familiar to them, and then 
the wife and family become the 
targets of his anger and pain. 

What I would have seen dur- 
ing o long engagement was that 
my husband swings between 
being the greatest guy in the 
world to being angry, depressed 
and controlling. It’s nbt true thot 
only women from troubled fami- 
lies will be attracted to such 


Abby, please don’t tty to con- 
tact me, as I save “rocking the 
boat for important issues, like 
those affecting the children. I 
just want to help others avoid 
what I have experienced. If I hod 
known at the beginning what I 
know now, Td have had a greater 
chance to get my husband into 
counseling, and we might have a 
better marriage than wc have 
now.

Veronica Nnvarez, 22, of 
Burley, was diargcd with aggra- 
vated driving under the influ- 
ence, but she could face a more 
serious charge if Garcia dies, 
Cassia County 'Sheriff Billy 
Crystal said. 

Garda was taken by helicopter 
to the Utah hospital after being 
transported to Cassia Regional 
Medical Center. I 
He was run over during a fight 
at the GOO block of Hansen 
Avenue in Burley. The fight was 
reported to Cassia County sher- 
iffs deputies Saturday morning. 

Nnvarez said she did not see 
Garaa and drove over him when 
she left a gravel lot on the east 
side of Hansen Avenue, the . 
report said. She told deputies 
that she had been drinking, the 
report said. 

Navarez said Garda was in a 
tight with a mole in a green shirt, 
identified as Mike Castillo, the 
report said. She said Castillo 
pushed Garda down on the road 
and she did not see him. A 
deputy spoke with Castillo, who 
denied fighting with Garda, the 
report says. 

But several people who 
spoke with deputies said there 
had been a fight, the report 
says. 


While deputies attempted to 
get information, another argu- 
ment broke out and Navarez 
was put in a patrol car to pre- 
vent further violence, the 
report says. 

Deputies spoke to Tanya 
Smith, Garcia's girlfriend, who 
said she witnessed the fight and 
told deputies Castillo had hit her 
also.

said. Smith told deputies the tire 
was on his chest and people ' 
were screaming to hack the car' 
up, the report says.

BOISE, (AP) — James “Bo" 
Gritz, the former Green Beret 
colonel who is a leader of the 
right-wing Patriot Movement 
was recovering Monday from a 
self-inflicted gunshot wound 10 
days after his wife filed for 
divorce.

Bui Mark Potok, editor of the 
Southern Poverty Law Center’s

Gritz, 59, admitted contemplat- 
ing suicide because of his mari- 
tal problems during on, interview 
‘lust Thursday in preparation for 
a profile. 

“I’ve thought about looking at 
the other end of my pistol a few- 
times ... because what kind of 
ufc do I have without my 
bride?" 


Potok quoted Gritz as saying.

Potok said the throe-hour 
interview at Grin's “constitu- 
tional covenant community of 
Almost Heaven” south of 
Orofino followed a three-hour 
meeting about property division 
that Gritz had with his wife of 24 
years, Claudia.

Mexican governor pledges 
support for Hispanic center 


BOISE ( AP) — The governor of 
the Mexican state of Jalisco 
pledged $50,000 on Monday 
toward creation of a $2 million 
Hispanic Cultural Center in 
southwestern Idaho. 

And Gov. Phil Ban, convinced 
the sister-state relationship 
between Idaho and Jalisco will 
benefit both states even more in 
the future, said he will urge state 
lawmakers to match the gift from 
Jalisco Gov. Alberto Cardenas. 

“The state of Idaho is the state 
that best treats Hispanics," 

. Cardenas said os he met with 
Batt in the state Capitol to sign a 
new joint agreement to promote 
tourism. 

“You don’t see it just by talk," 
Cardenas said. “You see it by 
actions." 

He said that 15,000 of Idaho’s 
estimated 80,000 Hispanic resi- 


dents are from Jalisco, and whiie 
they now live in the United 
States, Cardenas still sees them 
as his charge. 

“I was really impressed," Batt 
said, “by his determination ti 
accomplish something out of this 
sister state relationship ... rather 
than make this something to just 
go through a ceremony." 

Advocates of the cultural cen 
ter proposed for Nampa have just 
begun fund-raising but hope to 
reach tiie $2 million goal so con- 
struction can begin in two years. 

As if to underscore his well- 
known social progressivism, Ban 
cited his administration’s expan- 
sion of worker’s compensation 
coverage to farm workers and his 
Hispanic Initiative to enhance 
the lifestyle of the state’s largest 
minority and improve its access 
to education and job training. 


Advocates push for cleanup 
of abandoned Idaho mines 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho policy- 
makers have long ignored the 
more til an 9,000 abandoned and 
inactive mines that are hidden 
away in the mountains and 
deserts. 

But now that some of the 
mines have crept back into the 
public consciousness by threat- 
ening Idaho rivers and fish, min- 
ers and conservationists are 
coming together to write legisla- 
tion to dean up the abandoned 
Sites. 

. The crusade picked up. steam 
in the wake of a 1997 washout irj 
whidi tons of poisonous mining 
waste spilled into the Middle 
Fork of the Boise River from on 
old mine near Atlanta. 

Idaho now has established an 
abandoned hard-rock mining 
fund to help dean up some of the 
old sites. The problem is, it has 
no money. 

But Jack Lyman, executive 
director of the Idaho Mining 
Association, is exploring legisla- 
tion that would give the fund a 
source of cash.

IDAHO FALLS (AP) - A for- 
gctful worker and a breakdown 
in protocol are being blamed for 
a mid-July incident that put sev- 
eral eastern Idaho hospital 
patients at risk of infection from 
unsterilized surgical instruments, 
officials .acknowledge. 

The incident prompted 
Columbia Eastern Idaho 
Regional Medical Center in 
Idaho Falls to advise 11 patients 
to get checked for infections and 
resulted in more stringent proce- 
dures to preclude a repent of the 
problem. 

“We’re very satisfied that 
we’re right in line" with other 
hospitals, operating room direc- 
tor Arvilla Nilsson said. 

An operating room worker 
alerted hospitn! officials on the 
evening of July 17 that a load of 


surgical tools had been sent out 
•for use after missing a critical 
part of the sterilizing process. 
Three of eight trays of instru- 
ments were used More the mis- 
take was caught, hospital spokes- 
woman Brenda Baumgartner 
said. 

An investigation traced the 
problem to a worker who forgot 
to turn on a sterilizing madtine, 
then later unloaded the tools 
thinking they were ready for 


surgery, saidjfecky Bales, assis- 
**«*» directorof materials man- 
agement at the hospital. 

Several nurses in the operating 
room also failed to notice that a 
marker on each tray had not 
turned black, indicating the 
instruments were ready to use. 

To ensure that mistake will not 
recur, workers in the supply and 


• operating rooms must now sign a 
series of checklists showing they 
made sure the instruments were 
completely sterilized. Bales said, 
The hospital also instituted a 
review training doss on steriliza- 
tion, created a sterilization test 
for staff and will now evaluate 
new supply workers a second 
time after they finish an eight- 
week training period. 

No patients have come dawn 
with illnesses linked to the steril- 
ization problem, said Louis 
Fatkin, the hospital’s risk man- 
agement director. 

Fatkin stressed that an infec- 
tion was unlikely, because the 
instruments had already gone 
through several stages in the 
cleaning process, including a 
deamng at 180 degrees.

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Hurricane Georges 
founds Caribbean 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 
— Hurricane Georges cut a swath 
through the northeast Caribbean 
on Monday, packing 110 mph 
winds and churning up 20-foot 
seas. Thousands took shelter in 
Puerto Rico and the U.S. Virgin 
Islands os the storm approached. 

Tht; hurricane toppled power 
lines, mangled trees and blew 
away roofs in St. Kitts, Antigua 
and other islands earlier 
Monday. 

No serious injuries were 
retorted by midday, but officials 
said they feared Georges would 
strike densely populated areas. 

“This hurricane has the charac- 
teristics of being the strongest 


that we have confronted in 
Puerto Rico in decades," warned 
Gov. Pedro Rosseilo, “Our people 
have very difficult days to come." 

At 1 pm. EDT, Georges’ center 
was estimated near latitude 17.9 
north and longitude 64.7 west, 
passing near St. Croix, one of the 
U.S. Virgin Islands, where all 
power was knocked out. 

Moving west-northwest at 16 
mph, the storm extended up to 85 
miles from the eye, mostly to the 
northeast. 

Tlie U.S. National Hurricane 
Center warned that Georges’ 
winds — while diminished from 
the 150 mph recorded Sunday — 
remained “extremely dangerous.” 


Pol Pot’s widow, daughter defect 


STEM REAP, Cambodia (AP) 
—.The widow and daughter of 
Poll P°t. the late leader of the 
Khmer Rouge, have fled the 
guerrilla group and defected to 
the government, Cambodia’s 
defense minister said today. 

Rol Pot died April 15 at age 73 
whjle under house arrest by his 
comrades at what was then the 
guerrillas’ main base in northern 
Cambodia. He was toppled from 


posinon last year. 

His death, reportedly from 
he^rt failure, came as govern- 
ment forces were slowly driving 
the guerrillas out of the base at 
Among .Veng, their last major 
stronghold. 


Defense Minister Tea Bnnh 
said today that 40-y ear-old Mea 
Son and her 14-ycar-old daugh- 
ter. Mea Sith, defected to tnc 
goycminciu with two guerrilla 
officials, Tep Khunnnl and Khan 
Soeun. 

Tep Khunnal was one of the 
last so-called "intellectuals" to 
remain with the Khmer Rouge 
group as its remnants hid in the 
jungle under the command of To 
Mok. Khan Soeun was a military 
commander. 

After Pol Pot’s death, Mea 
Son and her daughter reported- 
ly settled in Phnom Malai, a for- 
mer guerrilla base on the Thai 
border. 


Tanzanian 
court charges 
2 in embassy 
bombing 

DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania 
(AP) — A Tanzanian and an 
Egyptian escorted into a court- 
room under heavy guard were 
charged Monday with murder in 

connection with the U.S. 

, Embassy bombing in Tanzania. If 
convicted, they would be hanged. 

Egyptian Mustafa Mahmoud 
Said^ Ahmed and Tanzanian 
Rashid Saleh Hemcd each were 
charged with 11 counts of mur- 
der. The Aug. 7 bombing killed 
11 people, all Africans. Resident 
Magistrate Amiri Maneto said no 
bail was allowed- A trial date will 
be set Oct. 5. 

Police and soldiers stood guard 
while the two men arrived at the 
courthouse, ixj the center of Dar cs 
Salaam. 

Three FBI agents also were 
present at the hearing. 

Although no details were 
released in court, local medio 
said traces of chemicals that 
could have been used to make 
the bomb had been found in 
Saleh’s home and car. Police, the 
reports said, also were seeking 
two unidentified men who had 
visited Saleh often before the 
bombing. 

Masked men 
steal paintings 

NICE, France (AP) — Two 
armed men took a curator 
hostage Monday and stole two 
valuable impressionist paintings 
from a museum in Nice. 

Several works of art have been 
stolen this year from French 
museums, and Culture Minister 
Catherine Trnutmann said she 
was “deeply worried by the 
recent development of these new 
forms of crime.” 

In Monday’s robbery, thieves 
wearing black masks showed up 
at the home of Jean Founds, 
curator of the Fine Arts Museum 
of Nice, seized him and drove 
him to the museum. They bound 
and gagged the caretaker and 
another employee and shut all 
three men in the museum 
library.

Another rocket attack kills 10 
mor e in Afghanista n c a pital 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — 
Rockets blasted houses in north- 
ern Kabul today, killing at least 
10 people while residents dug 
through rubble left by another 
barrage that killed more than 50 
in the Afghan capital Sunday. 

Red Cross ambulances roared 
into the Khair Khana neighbor- 
hood shortly after today’s attack, 
not far from the site of Sunday's 
rocket strikes. Neighbors used 
their hands to dig through the 
debris and reach the wounded. 

“I thought I was going to die. 
There was a loud explosion and 
everything on the shelves fell 
off," said shopkeeper Aziz Ullah. 
"Why arc they doing this?" 

No. one took responsibility for 
the attacks, but the ruling 


Taliban religious militia blamed 
its opponents, positioned north of 
the capital. 

Opposition leaders denied firing 
the rockets and accused the 
Taliban of hitting the northern 
neighborhoods from their posi- 
tions east and southeast of the dry. 

Relatives of those killed 
Sunday wailed and beat their 
chests as rescue workers recov- 
ered bodies. 

“These are my friends,” said 
Mohammed Amir. “All I can do is 
cry and cry." 

Sunday's rocket assault was the 
worst since die Taliban took con- 
trol of the capital In September 
1996, ousting President 
Burhanuddin and his military 
chief Ahmed Shall Massood. 


Since then, Kabul has been rel- 
atively peaceful, after four years 
of bitter feuding between rival 
Islamic factions that destroyed 
entire neighborhoods. 

"It’s starting again. We thought 
that we had peace. Everybody 
was hoping for peace," said 
Ullah. 

Hospital officials reported as 
many as 50 dead in Sunday’s 
attack, but the death toll could be 
higher because Afghans bury 
their dead immediately and sel- 
dom take bodies to a hospital. 

Hospitals were operating at 
capacity to try to keep up with 
tile wounded. Stretchers were set 
up in the halls and doctors in 
bloodstained coats treated scores 
of wounded. 


Police arrest 9 suspects in Omagh bombing

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Police arrested nine peo- 
ple today on suspicion of involve- 
ment in last month’s car bombing 
in Omagh, the deadliest terrorist 
strike in Northern Ireland's 30- 
ycor conflict. 

Northern Ireland police suid 
they arrested six people in con- 
nection with the Aug. 15 blast, 
which killed 29 people and 


wounded more than 330 in the 
religiously mixed town 70 miles 
west of Belfast. 

In the Irish Republic, police 
arrested three men on suspicion 
of helping steal the car used to 
ferry the 500 pounds of explo- 
sives into Omagh. 

Police on both sides of the bor- 
der have previously arrested a 
number of people in connection 


with the Omagh bombing. Those 
previously arrested were 
released after questioning. 

The Irish Republican Army dis- 
sidents who planted the bomb 
culled a “complete cessation" of 
violence two weeks ago. That put 
them in line with the mainstream 
IRA, which in July 1997 formally 
halted its campaign to destabilize 
British-ruled Northern Ireland.

For quarterbacks, learning 
on the job is rough work 


Ryan Leaf’s line in Kansas 
City was almost impossible to 
believe: 15 passes, 1 completion, 
4 yards. 

In fact, he had more turnovers 
(5) than yards. 

Yes, on-the-job training for 
’ NFL quarterbacks can be embar- 
rassing. But in a league where 
there aren’t enough capable 
quarterbacks, what other way to 
teach a rookie? 

“Pm going to play ‘til Pm 50," 
said 36-year-old Bubby Brister, 
who relieved John Elway on 
Sunday and helped Denver to a 
34-17 win in Oakland. "There are 
certainly enough jobs for experi- 
enced, old guys. 

The problems for the young 
guys were evident Sunday for 
three rookies - Leaf, Peyton 
Manning of the Colts and Charlie 
Batch of the Lions. Leaf and 
Manning were making their 
third NFL starts and Batch his 
.first 

But they were equally evident 
for some second-year starters - 
Kordell Stewart of the SteeJers, 
Bobby Hoying of the Eagles and 
Joke Plummer of the Cardinals. 

The Cardinals and Eagles 
struggled through three quarters 
at 0-0.

2. Few pro-style quarterbacks 
in college.

Huard of Washington and 
Daunte Culpepper of Central 
Florida, with Syracuse's 
Donovan McNabb o prospect 
who will take time to learn NFL 
ways. Down the road: two high- 
school seniors with good genes - 
Chris Simms, son of Phil, in New 
Jersey, and yet another 
Manning, Eli, in Louisiana. 


But Rick Mirer, David 
Klingler, Andre Ware, Dave 
Brown and other first-round fail- 
ures demonstrate that some 
prospects don't necessarily deliv- 
er. Some prospects simply end 
up good backups. 

3. Expansion. 

When Cleveland rejoins the 
league next year, there will be 31 
teams. With injuries so preva- 
lent, that means 62 respectable 
quarterbacks will be needed. 

They don't exist. 

So Leaf, Manning, Batch (and 
Brian Gricse with .Elway’s retire- 
ment) will get on-the-job train- 
ing. So will Couch and 
Culpepper and Chris Simms and 
Eli Manning.

Fan who caught ‘66’ will fight fine 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) - 
The 31-ycar-old high school cross 
country coach and gym teacher 
who was at the center of 
McGwire’s disputed double has 
hired a lawyer and will fight his 
$518 trespassing fine. 

Michael Chapes, of Waterford, 
Wis., went through the videotape 
of the controversial call frame-by- 
frame Monday to prove he did 
nothing wrong, said his attorney, 
Tom Boyd. 

Chapes also is sure the ball 
should have been ruled a home 
nm in St. Louis’ 11-6 victory over 
Milwaukee on Sunday, Boyd said. 

The National League on 
Monday turned down the 
Cardinals’ request to reverse an 
umpire’s ruling on the play. 

“It’s dear it was home run No. 
66,” Boyd said. 

“Michael just happened to be 
lucky enough to be in the exact 
right position. The ball was hit to 
him. He did not reach out and 
take it while the ball was in play. 


And it would be a shame for him 
to be painted as the bad guy 
because subsequently that ball 
was taken from him," Boyd said. 

NL president Len Coleman 
telephoned Cardinals general 
manager Walt Jocketty and told 
him umpire Bob Davidson’s call 
Sunday would not be reviewed. 

U M a WwaO xtendcd his home 
run record by hitting hts 6Sth 
home run Sunday in the first 
inning at Milwaukee. In the fifth, 
he hit a line drive to left-center 
field that wound up in the scats, 
but Davidson ruled that a fan 
reached over the wall to pull it in. 

Davidson, the second-base 
umpire, stopped McGwire at sec- 
ond base with a double. 

The controversy arose as a 
crowd of spectators pushed and 
shoved their way toward the 
fence ns McGwire's line drive 
headed toward the left-center 
field bleachers. 

Chapes and Allan Riesbcck of 
Dubuque, Iowa, lunged for the 


ball. Riesbcck, who is disabled, 
tried to catch it with his gray T- 
shirt. The ball landed in Chapes’ 
glove, but Riesbeck’s T-shirt was 
in Chapes’ mitt, too. 

A split second later, the ball 
was snatched away. 

Davidson thought the fans had 
reached over the yellow rail and 
Into the field of play for fan inter- 
ference. v 

Chapes said Sunday night that 
the ball cleared the yellow line 
before the crush of fans pushed 
him and Riesbcck forward. They 
doubled over a chain-link fence 
about 18 inches behind the yel- 
low railing and into a pit, , where 
Johnny Luna, 18, of New York 
came up with the ball. 

After the game. Cardinals man- 
ager Tony La Russa said that 
because McGwire wound up scor- 
ing, changing the ruling would 
not affect the outcome. 

“You’re not considering giving 
Mark something he didn’t earn,” 
La Russa contended.
